men. 
The American army has In operation 

967 standard gauge freight cars, of 
American manufacture. It has in ser-. 
' vice 350 locomotives and 973 cars of 
foreign origin. Eight hundred and 
forty-three miles of standard gauge 
roilway. were constructed. Five hun- 
dred miles of this have beeh built since 
Junel. ; Onf hundred andfifteen miles 
of road and 140 miles of German light 
railways were repaired and put.in oper- 
,ntion. Two hundred arid twenty-ftye 
I miles of F^rench railway were operated 
jby the ^Americans. There were in 
operation November U, more than 53,- 
000 motor vehicles. 

In army terms, one ration represents 
the quantity of each article each man is 
W^titlGd to dally. The Americans have 
390,000,000 rations of beans alone. 183,- 
000.000 rations of flour and flour sub- 
stitutes, 260,000.000.. rations of milk, 
IGl, 000.000 rations of butter or sub- 
stitutes. 1-i3,Q0O,000' rations- of sugar, 
89,000,000 rations of meat, 57,000,000 
rations of cofTee and llSiOOO.OOO rations 
of rice, hominy and nthier foods. There 
are 761,000,000 rations of cigarettes and 
tobacco in other forms. In the con- 
struction and improvement. of dockage 
and ■warehouses, ten steamer berths 
have been built at Bordeaux, havinga 
total length of 4.100 feet. At Montoir, 
near St. Nazalre, eight berths are un- 
der construction with a total length of 
over 3.200 feet. . These however, do 
not indicate the magnitude of Ihe'efTort 
of the engineer corps.

Last week the village board made an 
appropriation of seven hundred and 
fifty dollars to be used in graveling the 
village streets. This amount was spent 
in graveling south Main street from the 
village limits north to C. Thorn's and 
north Main street from D. A. Williams' 
to Wm. Gray's and Depot atreet. 

Then at the board meeting Mqnday 
night F, R. King of the street and alley 
committee asked for four hundred dol- 
lars more to use in placing gravel on 
the remainder of Main street with the 
exception of that portion between the 
creek and the opera house, and other 
places where it was needed. 

The board did not see their way 
elear to allow this amount, but final- 
ly agreed that they would appropriate 
another two hundred and fifty dollars 
toward the work providing a sufficient 
amount of money could be raised among 
the business men to make np the re- 
quired amount.

King and Frank Harden made the 
rounds oif the village and succeeded in 
raising approximately two hundred 
and fifty dollars with prospects good 
of raising the amount to three hundred 
dollars. 

A special meeting of the board was 
called for Wednesday evening and when 
the above report was turned in' the 
board voted the appropriation of the 
two hundred and fifty dollars ask* 
ed by Mr. King. Several teams are 
busy hauling gravel this morning and 
'the work will be completed in short 
order.

It is estimated that the 
loss is somewhere in the neighborhood 
of a thousand dollars. 

Burglars Enter Two Places 

Some time Saturday night thieves en- 
tered Williams Bros., store evidently 
through the front door, and appropriat- 
ed the contents of the cash register 
which amounted to a little over five 
dollars. Chas. Powles meat market 
was entered the same night and there 
the invaders were rewarded by finding 
close to forty dollars part of which was 
in the cash register and part in the 
safe. The safe was unlocked and. be- 
sides the money which was taken con- 
tained a Libferty bond which was ui - 
molested. 



Th& influenza epidemic set a new rec- 
ord for deaths in Kenosha in October. 
The records show 272 deaths, of which 
230 were from influenza. 

The thirty-sixth gold starin Kenosha's 
ho or flag was added when announce- 
ment was made that Charles Christen- 
sen had been killed in France. 

The "flu" killed more Americans than 
did German bullets. Influenza deaths 
in the United States of America have 
been estimated at slightly over 82,000, 
while deaths listed in American casual- 
ties to date run about 28,000. 

Last summer Dr. Halsey of Lake 
Geneva, lost his car and hia medicine 
cheat. He advertised widely for the 
latter and this wee^'It was returned, 
having been found under a bridge near 
Brodhead. 

Former Undersheriff John L. Haag, 
of Kenosha, died in France of pneu- 
monia, according to advice received in 
Kenosha last week, Haag was former 
manager of the Kenosha ball teams 
and well known throughout southern 
Wisconsin. 

Lyie Hutson an employee of the 
Woodstock Dry Goods Co., while out 
hunting a few days ago, killed a fine 
specimen of gray fox. The find was 
made in the district known as Bull 
Valley. Besides collecting the bounty 
he sold the pelt for a neat sum. 

Ten minutes after the news of the 
signing of an armistice by German 
plenipotentiaries was given out C. E. 
Harrod of Columbus, celebrating by 
firing a revolver out of his bedroom 
window, turned the weapon back into 
the room, fatally wounding his i^'ife. 
The woman died a few minutes later. 

There were approximately 1,000 
Spanish influenza deaths in Lake coun- 
ty during the months of September and 
October, the vital statistics show in 
the county clerk's ofiice. The total 
number of deaths was 1030 and of this 
number there were between 30 and 50 
deaths from causes other than influenza.

Emerson Issues Complete 

Data on Recent Election 

A very Interesting document issued 
by Secretary of State Louis L. Emer- 
son has been received in this office and 
contains much valuable information re- 
garding the election held in Illinois on 
Novembers, 1918. 

Included in the information in the 
book is published a table showing the 
number of votes cast on the various 
propositions that vvere submitted at this 
election. 

The prominent proposition submitted 
was that providing for the calling of a 
Constitutional convention and as this 
proposition called for a majority of all 
votes cast it took considerable time and 
efTors to secure the figures so that the 
official report as to' whether .the pro- 
position carried or hot could be deter- 
mined. The total number of votes cast 
in the state was 975,545. Of this num- 
ber the question of calling a Constitu- 
tional convention received 602,01^ ^'hjlfi 
162,206 votes were cast against it, ..The 
convention question carried by a ma- 
jority of 74,2i0. ( , * ' 
The Private Banking Act required a 
majority of all the votes cast for or 
against it, and the returns .show that 
403,458'voteB were cast for the act and 
83,701 against it. 

The Hard Roads Act required a ma- 
jority of all votes cast for members of 
the Legislature and the canvas shows 
that a total of 898,821 votes waa-cast 
for members of the Legislature. The 
votes for the prdpositlon were 061,815, 
whije 154,396 votes were cast against it. 
The majority in favorof the proposition 
is figured at 212,405,

eral. It wns 80 sIgnlQcant that I be* 
lieve Amerlea would have declared war 
Emmcdlatcly had It bcca known. I 
have failed to find a single German 
who did not exult over the dastardly 
crIrao» nnd tlie activity of the Zep- 
pelins in their raids on open towns 
evoked Eimllnr demonstrations. 

That the views which the people 
held regarding the conduct of the war 
were strongly Influenced by the public 
press, which was absolutely controlled 
by the government, was only to be ei- 
pccted. The fact tliat in peace time the 
press of Germany was perhaps the 
most reliable In the world, made of it 
a particularly valuable tool in the 
hands of tlic government in time of 
war. 

The Germnn newspaper is gospel to 
the people. The last word in any argu- 
ment wns always furnished by proof 
.euppllcd by some newspaper article. 
•'Es stebt in der zoitung." liberally 
translated, *'The paper says so," was 
always llnal and conclusive. Nothing 
the papers declared was too preposter- 
ous to be believed. 

The press was used to excellent ad- 
vantage to conceal reverses and to 
make the utmost capital- out of suc- 
cesses. Right from the start the news- 
papers declared that Germany was 
tigliting a defensive war; that the na- 
tions of the world bad jumped on 
Germany's neck because tliey were 
jealous of her growing pov'er. 

The Importance which the kaiser 
and his leaders placed In public opin- 
ion among the German people Is cloar- 
Ey lllustriitcd by the announcements 
tthoy made nnd the mca.suros they re- 
sorted to from time to time, for home 
consumption. 

When In December, 1010, for In- 
stance, tlie kaiser realized Umt the re- 
sumption, of unrestricted submarine 
warfare, whicli he had determlnctl 
upon, might bring neutral nations. In- 
cluding th,e United States, into the 
war, he felt tlmt it was necessary to 
do something to uphold the spirit of 
his people. It took the form of a pro- 
posal of peace to the allies. 

This proposal was designed to ac- 
complish two distinct purposes: First, 
It was to convince the German people 
that their kaiser was really the peace- 
loving monarch he had always pro- 
fessed to be; second. It was to demor- 
alise the allies by dividing them 
against themselves. 

This much Is certain: The kaiser 
never intended the allies to accept tlie 
proposal he made. He admilte;! that 
much to inc, as did also the 
I'rincc von Pless, his most Intimate 
advisor. It was termed In such a way 
Chat tlic allies could not possibly ac: 
ceptlt But It served one of the pur- 
pases which It was intended to achieve, 
and nearly accomplislicd the other. 



CHAPTER XVI. 

/ Germany in Wartime. 

While the German people have al- 
ways been In thorough accord with the 
baiser's ambitious project which Is so 
significantly described by the popular 
slogan : "Deutschland uber nlles I" 
when tlie great war, which was to 
achieve Germany's alms, commenced, 
it came almost as much ns a surprise 
tjo tlie Germans as It was to the rest of 
the world. They knew it wns Inevi- 
table nnd tliey looked fonvard eagerly 
to "Der Tag," but when It arrived the 
iDustle and excitement, not to say 
;panlc, which developed throughout 
Oermnny wns so pronounced that In 
sonic cases It approached the ludicrous. 

Obviously tlie people were kept In 
fgnornnce of the plans of their war 
barons In order that hostilities might 
come ns a complete surprise to tliera 
and give color to the government's 
contention that the war was forced 
upon Germany. 

So little thought did we give to the 
complexities of the political -situation 
tliat on Fridny, July 31, 1014, my wife 
and I started off on a motor trip. AVe 
Uad beard so many rumors of war 
within the previous ten years that we 
5aiw no reason why an nmlcnblo solu- 
tion should not again be found as It 
tiad always been before; 

On our way outtheOhnrlottenburger 
Chausseewe passed the kaiser nnd the 
kalfierln driving to Berlin from Pots- 
clam at about sixty miles an hour, and 
there were other indications of ac- 
tivity, but we attached little Impor- 
tance to tliera. 

When we reached Potsdam, how- 
ever, nnd saw 'thousands of tons of 
coal heaped up between tlie railroad 
tracks which -were ordinarily kept 
clear, we realized tlmt preparations for 
war wore being made lu earnest and 
we stopped to consider whether It 
"Vould not be better after all to return 



home. Such was our Ignorance of war 
that wo decided that, even though It 
were not advisable to motor In Bel- 
glum and France, where we were 
bound, wo might safely plan a tour In 
the Black forest In Germany. ' 

We had left Berlin late In the after- 
noon. In the evening, when we arrived 
at Gotha,. we found that the younger 
waiters in the restaurants and hotels 
had already left and that the older re- 
serves expected a general call the next 
day. .. 

The next morning wo started for 
Frankfort As we passed through vil- 
lage after vllln'ge, war preparations be- 
came more ami more evident. Measures 
were being taken everywhere to arouse 
enthusiasm — young men gathered on 
school steps were singing patriotic 
songs, students were inarching and 
speeches were being made in the mar- 
ket places. 

About five o*clock that afternoon we 
arrived In Frankfort. The whole plnce 
was in a fever of excitement over the 
mobilization posters nnd their resent- 
ment against the French wns being 
aroused by "extras," which were 
handed out without charge, announc- 
ing that the French had alrcudy 
dropped bombs on the railroad at 
Nnrnberg and that French. ofllcers In 
autos had over-rlddcn the horders. 
The ridiculous statements about 
French flyers dropping bombs on the 
mllroud at Kuniberg had not the 
slightest foundation, of course. 

The older people who had Uyed 
through the war of 1870 had Interested 
audiences for once while they related 
past experiences and gave advice as to 
what preparations to make. A possi- 
bility of food shortage seemed to be 
uppermost In nil minds,, and the gro- 
ceries were stormed with eager buy- 
ers. Salt suddenly Jumped to 75 cents 
a pound and other things in propor- 
tion. 

On Sunday, August 2, all the gaso- 
line In the country wns commandeered, 
and we heard of many American tour- 
ists being put out of their cars In the 
cities and even on country roads, no 
matter how inaccessible to trains they 
might be. \Ve accordingly decided to 
stow our car away in an old wagon 
shed nttnched to a hotel nnd sought to 
return to Berlin by train. 

At the railway station tliere was 
such a tremendous crowd that It was 
quite Imposslhlc to get anywhere near 
the ticket ofllce, and anyway no prom- 
ise could he given as to tralnh to Ber- 
lin. 

Trunks nnd bags were piled high In 
every avnilnlile space and it was 
months before that enormous jille of 
baggage was Anally sorted out. 

We <loci(Iod to defer our effort to 
roach .Berlin until Monday, since there 
Kcemed no hope of getting away that 
day. 

On Monday morning, the streets 
were filled with excited crowds de- 
stroying every sign with a French 
word on It nnd looking for spies. The 
papers bad announced tliat the coun- 
try wns full of French spies, women 
as well as lucn. I saw the crowd stop 
an nutomohllo, take a woman out nnd 
literally tear her clotlies to shreds be- 
fore the police succeeded In rescuing 
her from the mob and took her to the 
police station. Tlie general supposi- 
tion was that nil the man spies were 
masquerading ns women and tlie first 
thing the mob did was to pull out hair 
pins to see whetlier the hair was real. 
On Monday evening, we managed to 
edge our way Into the last through 
train to Berlin. We were side-tracked 
innumerable times to allow troop 
trains to pass through, and we were re- 
quired to keep our windows closed so 
that no enemy passenger could drop 
bombs on the bridges we crossed. It 
was a hot August night and the lack 
of ventilation was most oppressive. 

Our compartment was crowded with 
ofllcers on their way to Join their regi- 
ments and very grand nnd Important 
they felt In their new field-gray uni- 
forms which may have long been put 
nway In moth balls for Just this oppor- 
tunity, but which took the German peo- 
ple as well as the allies completely by 
surprise. 

At Naumberg, which Is about half- 
way between Frankfort and Berlin, n 
company of soldiers boarded the train 
and guarded the corridors while a non- 
commissioned ofllccr questioned the 
passengers. 

My wife, who wns asleep In a cor- 
ner of the coupe 1, wns the only wom- 
an in the compartment Believing that 
her .sleep might be feigned and she 
might, In fact, be a man In woman's 
clothing, the ofllcer yelled at her; 
"Where are you going?" Iler Ameri- 
can accent, revealed when she nn- 
sw;cred him, Incensed him the more 
and lie demanded angrily: "What right 
have you to use this train? Where Is 
your passport?" 

By that tliiie I had produced all the 
papers of Idcntlflcatlon I could find and 
tried to toll him tfiat my wife nnd 1 
wore returning to our home In Berlin, 
hut he was too excited to listen and 
would have dragged us off the train 
had not an ofllcer. with whom I hnd 
been talking en route, Intervened and 
said: "I shall make myself personally 
resjionsihle for these people." I was 
glad I had admired his new uniform. 

From the coupe next to ours I saw 
soldiers drag six ICnsslnns, throw them 
down and kick them In the face, and 
one wns a woman ! The train pulled 
out as the crowd closed In on them so 
that I wns unable to ascertain the fate 
of those Innocent but helpless passen- 
gers. 

When wo finally reached Berlin, 
nbout five the next morning, it seemed 
like n dead city. There was not a 
droschke, a taxi or a tram In sight. 
Every avnilable menns of locomotion 
had been mobilized for tlic time being. 
As we had heavy bags, wo simply 
had to find something to take us home 
nnd after half an hour's search far 



from the station I found an old cab 
driver who tliought he could take us 
for the liberal bonus I agreed to pay 
hlin. AVc had hardly got seated when 
an ofllcer tried to force us out, and 
only my wife's quick plea of illness 
saved blni a black eye and me Iron 
bars or a large flne. 

After England dcclnrcd war, the ef- 
forts to capture spies were dbuhlcd, 
nnd tlie mob hnd a new lot of signs to 
tear down. We were forbidden to talk 
EIngllsh on the telephone or on the 
street. We kept to our homes rather 
closely. Most of the buses, tnilcabs 
and horses bad been commandeered, 
and the only signs of life In Berlin 
were furnished by the ofllcers driving 
madly nbout In high-powered cars 
wlilch exceeded alt speed limits anj^ 
other traflic regulations. 

After a few days, things began to re- 
turn to normal again. The food sup- 
ply seemed ample andihe headlines In, 
the newspapers were so encouraging 
and the reports of victories upon vic- 
tories so convincing that every one ex- 
pected the war to be over within a 
very short time and they began to eat 
up the stores they had so excitedly 
collected. i 

Bread cards were Initiated, It is true, 
but the amount allowed was more than 
adequate for all except, perhaps, the 
very poor who depend almost entirely 
upon bread. 

The press began advising the peo- 
ple to conserve food but at the same 
time said that If care was taken there 
was no dnngcr of there not being 
enough for all. School tenchers gave 
dally talks to the children to eat every- 
thing on their plates. One went so far 
as to announce: "I always Uck my 
plate, children, and you should do the 
same I" 

The result of these warnings was 
merely to Increase hoarding and buy- 
ing from food speculators. I never 
knew of a single German who volun- 
tarily deprived himself of a single 
article of food out of patriotic mo- 
tives. The only sacrifice a German Is 
willing to make for his country Is the 
one he cannot escape. 

As time went on nnd England's 
blockade became Increasingly effective, 
the Internal condition of Germany 
went fro la bad to worse, and long he- 
fore I left Berlin, on January 22, 1918, 
conditions had become well-nigh un- 
bearable. 



CHAPTER XVII. 
y 

The Economic Situation In Germany. 
By the spring of 1010, butter and 
moat had become extremely scarce In 
Berlin. Jly wife hnd remained in 
America, v.here she had accompanied 
me In the summer of 1015, and during 
her absence I dined at hotels and res- 
taurants where the food was still 
rather good. In June, 11)10, I left for 
America again nnd Just as I was leav- 
ing meat cards were Issued for the 
first time. 

I returned to Berlin with my family 
In October, 1010. Conditions bad 
changed considerably for the worse 
during the summer. I found that 
every one who. had -the money had 
bought up every available pound of 
fond nnd soap which hnd not already 
been commandeered by the govern- 
ment. Butter, potatoes, eggs, nillk, 
flour, sugar, soap, bread and meat and 
dry groceries were nil rationed and It 
was now no longer necessary for wom- 
en to stand in line In front of the 
shops, sometimes nil night, to await 
the morning opening. 

Shopping by the card system >vns 
very complicated and the quantities 
permitted by tlie ration cards so small 
that a well-balanced meal was an Im- 
possibility. To dine in a restourant it 
was necessary to take a whole pocket- 
ful of cards and make a careful analy- 
sis of them before ordering the mea- 
ger meal which the law allowed. 

Empty boxes were used to decorate 
the depleted show windows of thu 
shops. The fact that they were empty 
was not known to the public nnd very 
often the windows would be hroUen by 
hungry mobs who couldn't resist tht; 
sight of what appeared to bo so much 
food. Tills led the government to or- 
der the shopkeepers to label the boxes: 
"Empty Boxes" In order to avert such 
disturbances and riots. 

There was simply nothing to buy in 
the food line except substitutes, and of 
tliese there wore hundreds, each worse 
than the last The remark: "If things 
get much worse, we shall soon be eat- 
ing rats ns the Parisians did In 1870" 
brought the rejoinder: "Well, that 
wouldn't be so bad; what I'm dreading 
Is the time when wc shall have to be 
content with rat-substitute 1" 

When wo Anally had cards for cof- 
foe-Hubstltute I gave up Interest In 
Ruhstllutes and commenced to putron- 
I/.o the speculators, figuring that It was 
belter to risk the penalties Imposed by 
the law for such vlolallous of the food 
regulations than to ruin our health 
through undernourishment 

For n long time we wore permitted 
to receive "presents" of bacon, ham, 
sausages, eggs and butter from Den- 
mark, hut this was finally prohibited 
through the Influence of the Central 
EInkaufs Gesellschaft (The Central 
Society for Buying Food From Other 
Countries) whicli found that It was 
Interfering with their graft 

This society wna formed by n com- 
pany of clever Jewish business men to 
buy food from foreign countries and 
sell It to the people, tt small percent* 
ngo of the profits going to the govern- 
ment It not only develope(J Into a 
most successful enterprise from the 
standpoint of profit, its prosperity be- 
ing nugmentcd liy graft, but It provided 
a haven for the slacker sons of the 
proprietors nnd stockholders. Just be- 
fore I left Berlin, this company, to 
hide their war proflts, bought a build- 
ing for three million marks, which they 
claimed was needed for the business. 



One of the subtorfuges resorted to 
by some of the war profiteers to con- 
ceal tile extent of their gains aud es-, 
cape taxation was to Invest their sur- 
plus earnings in works of art and other 
expensive luxuries. As the tax assess- 
ments were based principally upon the 
Indlvldunl's bank deposits and the tax- 
collcctlng machinery was very much 
out of gear It was comparatively easy 
to evade the law by careful manipula- 
tion of one's bank account and by dis- 
bursing proflts received without hav- 
ing them go through the bank. A Ger- 
man whom I knew told me thatlio had 
disposed of an oil painting which had 
cost lilra $300 for no less thnn $85,0U0, 
the price of works of art and 'antiques 
having increased to a remarkable ex- 
tent because of the demand for thcin 
from tax dodgers. ' 

'Under the stress of the changed 
food conditions the hungry German 
soon replaced the honest Germnn. Ger- 
mans hnd nl ways had a reputation for 
honesty, but their claims to such dis- 
tinction disappeared with the food sup- 
ply. Necessity soon brought out nil 
that was worst in the German char- 
acter. 

Although the government decreed a 
high fine and Imprisonment ns pun- 
ishment for buying or selling nnytlilng 
which had been commandeered, specu- 
lators sprang up on every side. and 
people bragged openly of what they 
hud stored away. 

The worst deprivation wns In the 
lack of fats. The people showed \i 
very plainly. One seldom saw a fat 
man or a fat %Voman, although before 
the war fatness was almost character- 
istic of the Germnu physique. Indeed, 
I saw a rather stout woman bclag fal- 
lowed by nt least twenty bdys who 
were Jeering at her and making slur- 
ring remnrks nbout the manner In 
which she had retained her avoirdu- 
pois. A fat person In Germany todny 
Is refjardcd with suspicion. 

Naturally the weakened condition of 
the people makes them all easily sus- 
ceptible to disease. Epidemics spread 
rapidly and. I am Inclined to believe 
that little care was taken by the au- 
thorities to protect the older people 
from Infection. I know that my sec- 
retary's mother fell and broke both 
her legs last summer <1017) nnd was 
taken to the accident ward of a hos- 
pital where her fcllow-patlents were 
all crippled,' Ton of the Inmates of 
that ward died In a single day from 
dysentery, nnd the following day the 
death list wns Increased by twelve, 
the old lady with the broken legs be- 
ing one of thorn. Twenty-two more 
bread cnrds saved at the expense of 
twenty-two useless women In one hos- 
pital alone — a fair record ' for two 
days I I linve no proof that these un- 
fortunate victims of disease were de- 
llhij'rately Infected hy the hospltnl nu- 
thorltlcs, but tlie mere fact that twen- 
ty-two patients in an accident ward, 
died from dysentery in two days Is 
certainly evidence of gross careless- 
ness If nothing worse. 

To buy new clothes It Is necessary 
to secure n certificate from the gov- 
ernment to the elTect that you are ab- 
solutely In need of clothing, nnd, even 
then, you nrc compelled to give up the 
suit you nre discarding. ; 

Branch olllces for investigating the 
necessity of replenishing one's ward- 
robe hnvo been established all over 
the cities nnd they nre always crowd- 
ed. Women nre In charge nnd they 
seemed thoroughly to enjoy their nu- 
thorlty andtlioir power to deny an 
npplicatlon for new clothing. 

When I left Berlin the law permit- 
tod a man Just two shirts, two collars, 
two pairs of nocks, etc., a year. Since 
soap had disappeared from the mar- 
ket so many Inadequate substitutes 
had been tried that one's laundry in- 
variably came home full of holes. 

In November, 1017.T paid $100 for a 
suit of clothes which If It had been 
made out of cloth of good quality 
would have beea worth nbout ?35. As 
it was, the tailor frankly admitted 
that the goods was made of re-worked 
yarn, and because of the lack of cotton 
tliread. the scams were worked with a 
material which looked lllfc paper 
string. 

This paper string was In general use 
at that time, tlio department stores nil 
displaying notices warning customers 
not to carry their parcels by the string. 
Many purchases were no longer 
w'rapped, to save paper, and no pur- 
chase amounting to less than $G was 
delivered. 

Before I left Berlin, artificial silk 
was the principal fabric obtainable for 
ladles' wearing apparel. Almost every 
woman In, the land, princess or maid, 
wns attired In art taflTcta. It sold for 
$10 a yard. In normal times It would 
have been worth from 7S cents to 31' 
In the fall of 1017, a cloth suit wna un- 
obtainable for less than $300. It would 
have been worth $25 in normal times. 
All fur, skins were needed for sol- 
diers' wear and tlie few that were still 
obtainable for home use in the form 
of fur sets sold for $1,000 up. 

Through' speculators, we obtained 
some imitation soft soap at $4 per 
pound. People said it was made from 
liuinan corpses, but It wns the only 
thing available outside of the substi- 
tutes whfch were soap only IlLname. A 
small cuke of toilet soap easily brought 
5M. A servantjs plain wooden wurri- 
robe, formerly costing $5, was unob- 
tainable for less than $rj0, AVc paid 
ns high a^ $8 a. pound for hutter,-from 
n speculator, and my last Chrlstinns 
dinner in Berlin corislsted of a small 
goose, just enough for one menl for 
three persons, for which I paid $25. 

One of the things the people missed 
most, of eourse, was their beer. While 
It was put on sale -at S p. ra. every 
night, only a limited amount wasnvait- 
uble and as soon as it wns disposed 
of, only coffee or tea substitute, with- 
out. sugar, milk or lemons, could. bo 
had, ■ ^ 
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ah!i ncorclty of rt-eialsrcqulroa lo. 
mmil'Jons was evidenced early In tlie 
war wbcn-the interiors and exteriors 
of houses throughout the country wcr^ 
thoiwighly ransaclted and cveryuung 
In the wny of copper, brass or alu- 
minum fixtures or cooking utensils imu 
wasn't absolutely necessary wns 

seized. ' , 

Horses were gradually disappearing 
frcrn sight when I left early this year. 
One" flaw Uiem lying about the streots 
where they dropped from exiuiustlon, 
and what disposition was made of the r 
corpses can well be Imagined. It la 
quite certala that no part was wasted. 
Dogs, too, ncarly'vanlshed from city 
life. A man I know, who hnd kept n 
flne Newfoundland dog, told mo that It 
bad disappeared one night and the 
neit day Its skin was found hnnglng 
on the fence with a sign reading: 
"Died for the fatherland." 

One of the principal articles of frcSh 
meat to be seen In the butcher shops 
consisted of black crows. Tliey were 
selling nt 75 cents apiece. There was 
something ludicrous In the thought of 
tlie Germans being compelled to "eat 
crow," but there was little to laugli at 
In eating It oneself.. 

To obtain oil, prizes wore offered to 
the school children to collect fruit 
seeds, from which It could be extract- 
ed, and veritable mountains of the 
seeds were tlius obtnlned. 

The last meal I had In Berlin was 
on January 21, 1018, when I dined at 
the Hotel Adlon. It consisted of one 
sardine, tliree thin slices of cold 
smoked salmon, soup which was hard-, 
ly more than hot salt water, two small 
boiled potatoes and as a substitute for 
cornstarch pudding. No butter and no 
sauces of any kind were served. Black 
bread I took in my pocket. The check 
for this elaborate table d'hote meal 
amounted to $4.50. 

To sura up the situation as I was 
nble.to observe it, living conditions In 
Germany in January of this year were 
rapidly becoming absolutely unbear- 
nble. How much worse they can be- 
come wltiiout bringing ou Internal 
troubles which will bring about the 
collapse of the German empire can be 
only a matter of conjecture. 

The twentieth century has scon such 
radical changes In world conditions, 
views nnd aspirations, that I am afraid 
history will prove hut a poor guide to 
the future. In the past few centuries 
Germany has experienced several more 
or less serious social revolutions, but It 
would be dangerous to predicate very 
much upon those abortive uprisings. 

As long as the officers reiiialu stnnch 
io the knlsor little may be expected 
In the way of a successful revolution, 
no mutter how discontented and rebel- 
lious the people at large may grow, but 
I believe that the time will surely come 
when the ofllcers themselves will turn 
ugalnst their government 
' There may bo two revolutions. The 
civilians, consisting of women, old men 
nnd youths nnd others who have not 
been called Into the army, laay rise up, 
but their eiTort will be In vain. The 
tiefcat of such an uprising, however, 
may be the signal for a greater one in 
which a portion of the army Itself will 
take part and then a civil war will re- 
sult which will have no counterpart In 
the world's history. 

The basis for this belief lies in the 
fact that the officers of the German 
nrmy realize the extent of the distress 
prevailing throughout the country. 
Their families, as well as those of the 
rank and file are suffering from under- 
nourishment and privations, and tliey 
know, even better than their iaferiors, 
the extent of the revor.ses which the 
German army has suffered and will 
continue to suffer and how the govern- 
ment has mlsrcpr -d actual con- 
ditions. 

If the German oHicurs consisted en- 
tirely of men of the old Bchool— men 
who were willing to flght for flgllUng'^ 
sake and who would rather contlnui' 
the war until the last German had 
dropped than give In— we could not 
look for much In this direction. 

But the ravages of war have dis- 
posed of a largo percentage of thesc- 
bred-In-the-bono ofllcers and theli 
places have been taken by civilians 
who have been raised from the ranks. 
Therein lies tlie hope of a successful 
revolution. 

I will not venture a guess na to when 
that will be, but I feel sure that It will 
certainly come nbout Fortified by a 
large portion of the army, the German 
people will nt last turn on their rulers 
and destroy the throne and tlie whole 
Hohenzollcm regime. 

In this connection, I recall a 
prophecy made early In the war hy an 
honored colleague of mine of Dresden, 
an American dentist who hnd lived and 
practiced in Germnny for forty years 
nnd understood the German people and 
their rulers as well, perhaps, as any 
man alive. He was a leader of his 
profession nnd a man whose Judgment 
on all things was most accurate. "He 
was In close contact with many lending 
flgures of the Germnn nobility, 

"Germany will lose the war because 
her cause Is wrong," he declared. *'Sho 
will flght It through to the' bitter end 
until the foimdatlons of the empire ar« 
absolutely destroyed!"

He reconnnended careful stuily 
by congress, saying It would be a dis- 
service to the country and to the rail- 
roads to perndt u return lo old condi- 
tions under private management with- 
out modlllcatlons.

tion can be outlined now, Mr. Wilson 
said, but as soon as the armistice was 
tilgned government control of business 
and Industry 'was released as far as 
possible. Ho expressed the hope that 
congress would not object to confer- 
ring upon the war trade board or some 
other agency the right of Ilxlng ex- 
port priorities to assure sldpment of 
food to starving peuple abroad. 

As .to taxation, the president In- 
dorsed the plan for levying ?O,OO0,O00,- 
000 in imO and for notifying the pub- 
,lic in advance that the 1020 levy will 
be $4,000,000,000. 

The new throe-year naval building 
program was Indorsed hecauso, the 
president said. It would bo unwise to 
attempt to adjust the American pro- 
gram to H future world policy as yet 
undetormlned. 

Again Urges Votes for Women. 
Paying tribute to the people's con- 
duct in war, he spoke jmrtlcularly of 
the work of women and again apiienled 
for wonmn suffrage by federal amend- 
ment. 

Text of President's Address. 
The president said: 
Gentlemen of the congress: Tho 
year that has ehipsed since I last 
Blood before you to fullUl my consti- 
tutional duty to give to the congress 
from time to time Infornuitlon on the 
state of the Union has boon so crowd- 
ed with great event.4, great processes 
and great results that I cannot boi>e 
to give you an adequate picture of Its 
transactions or of the far-reaching 
changes which have been wnmght In 
tho life of our nation and the world. 
You have yourselves witnessed tbeso 
things, as I have. It Is too soon to as- 
fiesK (hem; and we who stand In ihn 
midst of thom and are part of them 
are less qualllled than men of another 
generation will be to say what they 
mean or even what tliey have been. 
Hut some groat outstanding facts are 
unmistakable and constitute In a sense 
part of the public business with which 
It is our duty to deal. 

To state them l3 to set the stage for 
the legislative and executive action 
which must grow out of them and 
which we have yet to shape and de- 
termine. 

Tells of Troop Shipments. 
A year ago we had sent MH.DIS men 
overseas. Since then wo have sent 
l,0n0,5i;i, im average r>f Ifi'i.'illi each 
month. ' the number In fact rising in 
May last to 2-in,nSl, in June to 27.S,70(1. 
In July to 307.182, and continuing to 
reach similar figures In Atigust and 
September— In August 280.570 and in 
Srptrtmber 257.43S. 



Ko Buch movement of troops over 
took place before, across a.OOO mlleft 
of sea, followed by adequate equip- 
ment and supplies, and cariied .safely 
through extraordinary dangers of at- 
tack — dangers . which wert; alike 
strange and Inflnitely more dllllcult lo 
guard against, in all this luovenient 
only 73S men were lost by enemy at- 
tacks— ll-'tO of whom ,wore upoa a 
single Knglish transport wldch was 
sunk near thu Orkney Islands, 

I need" not tell you what lay back 
of ihLs great inovenieii't of men and 
muterlati It Is not Invidious to say 
that back of It- lay a suiiporting ur- 
ganlzatlou of the Industries of tiie 
country and all its productive activi- 
ties more complete, more Ihorough In 
method and elTectlve In results, more 
spirited and ummlmous in purpose 
and effort than any other great bel- 
ligerent had ever boon able to efTeel. 
Wc prolUed greatly by the experience 
of llie nations which had already been 
engaged for nearly, three years la the 
exigent and exacting bushief^s, ibelr 
prollcleacy taxed to the utmost. We 
were the pupils. 

No soldiers or sailors ever ijroved 
themselves more qidekly ready for the 
test of battle or acquitted themselves 
with more splendid ctnirage and 
achievement when put lo " the test. 
Those of us who played some part In 
directing tlio great pi-ocesses by which 
the .war was puslu'd Irresistibly for- 
ward to the dual Iriumpli amy now 
forget all that imd delight our 
thoughts with the story of what our 
men* did. 

Why to Be Thankful. 
What we all thank God for with 
deepest gratitude Is that our men went ' 
In force into the lino of buttle just at 
the critical moment when the whole 
fate of the world seemed to hang In 
the balance and threw their fresh 
strengtii into the ranks of freedmu In 
time to turn the whole tide and sweep 
of the fateful .struggle— turn It once 
for all. so that thenceforth It was hack, 
back, hack for their enemies, always 
back, never again forward! After tb.at 
it was only a scant four months before 
the conmmnders of the central empires 
knew themselves beaten; >i»d now 
tbdr very empires are In llquldritlon! 
And thronghout It all how line the 
spirit of the nation w<is. What tmlty 
(if purpose, what untiring zeal ! What 
elevation of purpose-ran through all Its 
splendid display of strength, Its untir- 
ing accimipllsbinent. I have said that 
iluise of us who stayed at home to do 
the work of organization and supply 
will always wish tlnit we laid been with 
ibe men whom we sustained liy our 
labor; but we can never he ashamed. 
It has been an Inspiring thing to be 
iicro In the midst of fine men Who bad 
turned aside from every private Inter- 
est of their own and devoted tlie whole 
of their inilned capacity to the tasks 
that supplied the filucws nf the whole 
groat undertaking: The patriotism, 
the uaseinsbness, the thoroughgoing 
devotion and distinguished capacity 
that marked their toilsome labors, day 
after day, month after month, have 
made Iheni fit nuUes and comrades of 
the men In the trenches and tai the 
sea. And not the men here In Wash- 
ington only. They have hut directed 
the vast achievement. 

Plan to Steady Business. 
Tor the steadying and facilitation of 
our own domestic business readjust- 
ments nothing Is' more Importaat than 
the Immediate determination of the 
tiixes that are to be levied for 1018, 
1011) and 1020. As much iis'lbe burden 
of taxation anist Im^ lifted froia busi- 
ness as sound methods of financing the 
government will (u'rmlt, and those who 
conduct the great essential Industries 
of the cmmtry must be told as exactly 
as possible what oliligatlous to the gov- 
ernment they win he expoeted to meet 
In the years innaediately ahead of. 
thom. 

It will ho of kitIous consequence to 
the country to delay renmving all un- 
certalntloK In this unitter a single day 
longer tlmn the right processes of de- 
bate juslfy. it Is Idle to talk of sue- 
ccssful antl confident business recon- 
strudion before Ibnstj uncertainties 
are resolved. 

Troops Must Stay In Europe. 
If the wiir had cr)ntinuod It would 
have hoc nnecessury lo raise lit least 
?8,00(MXlO.fH|() by taxation, payable In 
the year IHU), hut tlie war has ended 
iiiid I agree with tho secretary of the 
tresasury that It will he safe to riMluce 
llie timonnt to .$n.noo.(M)0,(XM). An Im- 
mediate rapid decline la Ibe expenses 
of the government Is nnt to be looked 
for. Contracts miide for war supplies' 
will, Indeed, be nipidly caaceled and 
liquidated, but their Inunedlalo liqui- 
dation will make heavy drains nn the 
treasury fo rllie months Just ahead of 
us. 

The mnlnti-naneo of our forces on 
the other side o fthe sea Is stilt neces- 
sary. A considerable proportion of 
these forces must romiiln In I'^uropo 
during tho period of occupation, and 
those which lire brrmght home will be 
transported imd demobilized at heavy 
expense for months to couie. 

I entirely concur with tlie secretary

nutlng hi war contracts. 

Asks Aid for Belgium. 
Miiy 1 not say a spedid word aliout 
the nei;ds of IJetgium and uorlhera 
Frnnce? No sums of nu>n"y paid by 
the way of lademnlty. will serve of 
Iheinselvos to save tla'm from hopeless 
disadvantage for yetn-s to come. Some- 
thing more must be done than merely 
Had tlie money. If they* bm! nnmey 
and raw nmterlids In abundance to- 
morrow lliey could not fesnuu* their 
plfice In the Uulustry of tho world to- 
auirrow— the very Important place 
they hebl before the llame of war 
swept across thom. Many of IboIr 
factories are rar.ed to the ground. 
Mudi of tbeir machinery Is' destrnyed 
or has been taken away. Their 
people are scattered, and many of 
their uairkets will be taken hy others, 
If Ibcy are not In some -spedn! way 
assisted toT-ehulld their factories and 
replace Iheir lost Instruments of nmu- 
ufactnre. They .^^hould not lie left lo 
Ibe vidssilxides of the sharp compo- 
lltlnn for materials and for Industrial 
facilities which Is now to set In. I 
hope, therefore, that the congress will 
not he unwilling. If It slnnild become 
neces.snry. to graat to some such 
(tgeney as the war tnido hoard the 
rigid to establish priority of export 
nnd supply for the benellt of these 
lieople whom we Imve been so happy 
to nssist In saving from tiie Germim 
liMTor ami whom we unist imi now 
tbnuirhtlessly IcJivo to shift for Ibeni- 
selves In a pitiless competitive nnn-ket. 
Worried About Railroads. 
The question wbleh cjiuses nie the 
i:realest concern Is the (piestinn of 
Ibe iMdlcy to be adopted toward the 
rallroiids. I frankly turn to you fm* 
counsel upon It. 1 have no omll- 
dent Judgment of my own. I do not 
see bow any Ibougbtful man cnn have 
who knows aaytldug of the com- 
plexity of Ibe problem. It Is a prob- 
lem which nmst.be .studied, studied iiu- 
uu'dlalely aad studied witliout bias 
m* prejudice. 

It was necessary that the adminis- 
tration of the railways should he 
taken over by the government so long 
as the war lasted. It would have 
been Impossible otherwise to ostidJ- 
llsh anr carry through under a single 
direction the necessary jn-loritles of 
slupments. It V'""'*^ iuiviMieen Impos- 
sibb; otberwlse to cond)Ine maxlnnim 
production at the factories and mines 
and farms with the maximum possible 
cip* supply to take the products to the 
jinrts and imirkets ; inqiossible to 
route troops shipments and freight 
sldpments without regard to the «d- 
vaatage of Iho roiids' employed: Itu- 
pos.sihle to subordinate, when neces- 
sary, ail questions of convenience to 
tlie ptd)Ilc nccossUy; Impossible to give 
the necoBsary financial support lo the 
roads from the luihllc treasury. Ihit 
all these necessities have now been 
served, and the qnesllmi Is, what Is 
best for the rallrnads and for the pub- 
lic In the future. 

Roads Could Not Co.operat«. 
ICxceptloniil elremiislnii'Vrt aim ex- 
ceptlmmi methods \\i udinlnlstralbm 
were not needed Id convince ns that 
llie rallrnads were not etpml to tin; 
Immense tasks of transpm*latlon 'm- 
posed upon them by ibe niptd "..d 
contlnuons development of the -.idns- 
tries of the country. We knew {bar 
already, and we knew that they were 
unequal t(i It partly heranse lliclr full 
co-operatinn was rendered Impossible 
by iaw and their competition miide olv 
ilgatory, so that It has been Impossi- 
ble lo assign !■' thom severally tlie 
trafilc wifieh eould best be carried hy 
their respective linos In the Interest of 
expedition and national economy. 

The full equipment of tho rnllwnys 
which the federal adminlst ration had 
ptannwl crmld not be completed with- 
in any sncli perlml. The present law 
does not perndt the use of the reve- 
aut*s of Iho Koverid nmda for the exe- 
cution of such plans except by formal 
rontrael with their directors, some of 
whom will cimstMit, while some will 
not. 'and therefore does noti nlTord suf- 
nrient authority to undertake Improve- 
ments upon the scale upon which It 
would be necirssary to undertake thom. 
Kvery approach to this dlfilcult sub- 
ject matter of ilcdslon hrlngsus face 
to face, therefore, with this unan- 
swered (luestlon. What Is right that 
we slnmld do with the railroads in the 
Jnterest of the public and In fairness 
to Ihelr owner.-^? 

Several Plans Possible. 
I believe that it will he serviceable 
/or me lo set forth as expllcity as pos- 
sible the alternative courses that He 
open t(( our choice. We can simply re- 
lease the roads and go back to the old 
conditions of private management, un- 
restricted coinpetlthm and muUirorm 
regulation by both stale and federal 
authorities; or we can go to the ojipo- 
slto extreme nnd establish complete 
grivernmont control, accompanied. If 
necessary, by actual government own- 
ership; or we can adopt an Intcnue- 
dlate eoni'se of nrndlfiell" private c(ai- 
trol, under a more unified ami alUrmii- 
tlve public regulation and under such 
alleratbnis of the law as will permit 
wasteful competition lo bo avoided 
an<l a consiileralde degree of unifica- 
tion of administration to be otTected, 
as. for example, by regional corpora- 
tions under wlildi the railways of de- 



finable area would be In effect com- 
bined In single systems. 

The one conclusion that I niu ready 
lo stale with confidence Is thai It 
would be a disservice alike to tlie coun- 
try and to the owners of the railroads 
lo return lo the, old condltl.ons unmod- 
llleil. Tliose are condlllons (tf res- 
iralut without devclopmcnl. There is 
nothing alllrmallvo or helpful about 
them. What the country ddelly needs 
is that all Its means of Iransportadon 
sln)uid be developed. Its railways, its 
waterways, its highways and Its coun- 
tryside roads. 

New Policy Necessary. 
Some new element of policy, there- 
fort;, is absolutely necessary — neces- 
saiy for the service of the public; nec- 
essary for the relca.''e of credit to 
those wiio nre administering the rail- 
wny.y, necessary for tlie protection of 
their security holders. 

I welcome this occasion lo annmmce 
to the congress my purpose to Join In 
I'arls the represenlallvefi of the gov- 
ernments with which we have been 
asRocIaled In the war against the cen- 
tral empires for the purpose of dis- 
cussing with them the iniiin featuroH 
of the treaty of peace. I realize the 
great Inconveniences that will attend 
my leaving the country, particularly 
at this time, but the conclusbin that 
it was my paramount duty to go has 
been forced upon me by\ cunsldera- 
lluns which I hope will seem ns <'on- 
cluslve to you as tliey have seen'ied to 
mo. 

Accept U. S. Bases of Peace.' 
The allied govc.-nhients Imve ac- 
cepted the bases of peace which 1 out- 
lined to the congress on the Stli of 
.January last, as the central empires 
also have, and very reasoualdy desire 
my personal counsel In tbeir interpre- 
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tatlon and application, and It Is Iiighly 
desirable that 1 should give It In ordiM- 
tluit the sincere desire of imr govern- 
nieut to conlrlbute without selfish jnir- 
pose of any kind to selllements thnt 
will he of common benelU to all the 
nations concerned may be made fully 
immlfesi. 

The peace .settlements which are 
now to be agreed upon are of tran- 
scendent Importance both to us and 
to the rest of the world, and I know 
of no business op interest which should 
take precedence of them. The galhint 
men of our armed forcvs on land ami 
.sea have consciously fought for the 
ideals which they knew to bo the 
Ideals of their country; I have sought 
to express those ideals; they have ac- 
cepted my statements of them as the 
substance of Ibelr own thought and 
purpose, ns the associated govern- 
ments have accepted tbeni ; I owe It to 
them to see It. .so fjir as In me lies, 
that no false or mistaken Interpreta- 
tion is put upon them and an po.sslhle 
elTort omitted to realize them. 

It Is now my duty lo play my full 
part In making good what Ihoy offered 
In thoir life's blond to obtain. I can 
think nf no call to service wlilch could 
transcend ilils, 

Pralsftft War Agencies. 
N'ever Imrnre have there hOOll agen- 
de.q in existence In Ibis country which 
knew so much of Ibe field of supply, 
nf lalinr and of indasiry as the war 
Industries hoard, ibe war trade hoard, 
the labor deparlment, tin? food admin- 
Islratlon and tho fuel administration 
have known since their labors became 
iliiutnigbly systemntl/.ed ; and they 
have not been l.solaled agencies; lliey 
have been dlrecliMl by men who rep- 
resented the permanent departments 
of the gnvermneat aad so have been 
Ihe centers of unlfieil nnd co-operallve 
action. It has Iieen the policy of the 
executive, therefore, since the. nrnds- 
liee was assured (which Is In efTect n 
complete submission of the enemy) lo 
put the knowiedge of these bodies at 
the disposal of the business men of 
the (Uaiutry and to offer their Intelli- 
gent mediation at every point nnd In 
ev*;ry matter where It was desired. It 
is surprising how fast the procesK of 
tclnrn to ii peace fmdlng has moved 
in the three weeks .since the fighting 
sliqiped. It promises to outrun any in- 
quiry tlmt may be Instlluted and nay 
aid that may he offered. It will not be 
easy to direct It any better tiian it 
will direct Itself. The American busi- 
ness man is of quick Inlllatlve, 
Cites Practical Plans. 
The ordinary and normal processes 
of private Inlllatlve will not, however, 
provide laimedlate employment for all 
of the mon of our returning armies. 
Those wlio arc of trained capacity, 
those who are, skilled workmen, those 
who have* acquired familiarity with es- 
tahllshed businesses, lho.se who are 
ready and willing to go to the farms, 
all those wliose a'ptltudt'S are known 
or will he sought out by employees will 
find nn dlfilculty. It Is safe lo siiy. In 
finding place and employment. Ihit 
there will be others wlio will be at 
a loss where lo gain n livelihood un- 
less pains arc taken to guide them 
aiid put thom In the way of work. 
'Jiiere will be n large lloatlng re- 
siduum of labor which should he left 
wholly lo shift for itself. It seems to 
me Important, tlierefore, Ihat Ihe de- 
velopment of pul>lic works of every 
.sort should he created, for unskilled 
Inbor In particular, and that plans 
sliotdd he made for such developrtients 
nf our unused lands and our natnrni re- 
sfMirccs as we have hitherto lacked 
stlmulatkm lo iindertalie.

Problem Economic One. 
So far as our domestic affairs are 
concerned. the problem of our return 
to peace is a problem of '•eo""""^* 
and Industrial readjustineat. That 
problem Is less serious for as tlnia 
it ihav turn out to be for the "»' 
lions which have sulfered the dlsar- 
rangemenls and Ibe. losses of wm 
hmger than we Our iie.q.le inore- 
over. do not wait to he coadied aau 
led. They know their own Imslness. 
aro quick and resourceful at every 
readjastmont, definite In purpose, and 
self-reliant In action. 

While the war lasted we set up 
many ngendes by which to direct the 
Industries of the country In the .serv- 
ices It was aeces.^ary for tlieai to ren- 
der, by wiiich to mak(' sure of an 
abundant supply of the lanterliils 
needed, hy which to check undertak- 
ings Ihat could for the tliae be dis- 
pensed with and stimulate those that 
were most serviceable In war. I'.v 
wlddi to gidn for the purchiislng de- 
paiimenls of the government a certnln 
control over Ihe prices of essential 
articles antl malerials, by wbldi to 
restrain trade with alien enemies. 
make the most of the available .«hlp- 
ping, and systemall/.e fiaiindal trans- 
actions. l)oth public and private, so 
tlmt there would ho no uimeeessary 
conlllct or confusion— liy which. In 
short, to put every material energy of 
the country la harness to draw the 
conmirm load and make of us one team 
in the accomplishment' of a great 
task. Hut the moment we knew 
the armistice to have heen signed we 
look Ihe harness ofi". Itaw materials 
upon which the government had kept 
Its hand for fear there should not he 
enough for the industries that sup- 
plied the nrmles have been released 
ami put Into the general market again. 
Great Industrial plants whose wlude 
output nnd madilnery had been taken 
over for tlie uses of the government 
have been set free to return to the 
uses tg which they were put before 
Ihe war. It has not been possible to 
remove so' readily or so quickly the 
cimtrol of foodstuffs and of shipping, 
because the world has still to he fed 
from our fernnarles nnd the ships are 
still needed to send supplies to our 
men oversea and to bring the men 
back as fn.st ns tho disturbed condi- 
tions on the other side of the water 
permit; hut even there restraints are 
being relaxed as much as possible and 
more and more as ihe weeks go by. 

I entirely concur \vlth the secretary 
nf the treasury in recommending that 
tho two billions needed In addition to 
the four iilUIons provided by existing 
law. he obtained froai the proftts which 
have accrued and shall accrue from 
war contnicls and distinctively war 
business, hut that these taxes he con- 
fined to the war profits accruing in 
ItnH, or In lOlfl from business orlgl- 
nntlug In war contract;^ 

I urge your acceptance of tlds recom- 
mendation that provision be made 
now, not Ktfiisequently, that the taxes 
to he paid In 11)20' should he reduced 
from .six to four billions. 

Asks Support of Congress. 

May I not hope, genlleinon of the 
congres.s, that In the delicate taslts I 
siiall have lo porfonn oa the other 
side of the sea, In my olTorts truly and 
faithfully to Interpret the principles 
nnd purposes nf the country we love. 
I may have the encotiragenient and 
the added strength • of your united 
support? I realiz4> the magnitude and 
dllllcnlty of the duty I am undertak- 
ing. 1 am polgnanlly aware of lis 
grave reMponslbllltles. 1 am the ser- 
vant of the nation. I can have no pri- 
vate thought or imrpose of my own 
In performing siicli an errand. I go 
to give Ihe best that is In me to the 
common settlements wiilch 1 must 
now assist In arriving at la conf^'rence 
wllii the other working lieads of the 
associated governmentH. 

I shall count upon your friendly 
countenance and encouragement. I 
shall not he Iniiccesslble The cables 
nnd the wireless will render me avall- 
nlile for any connsei or service you 
may desire of me, and I Khull be hap- 
py In the thought Ihat I am constant- 
ly In touch with the weighty matters 
nf domestic policy with which wo 
siaill have to deal.

Charles P. Summerall, commnndlng 
the Fifth army corps, for tho service 
rendered and tho In-nvery displayed by 
Its per.sonnel. The general order, Is- 
sued by General Summerall nt the 
headquarters of tlie corps In Franco, 
IiitR roncliod here. 

Kxproaslng uppreclntlon to the For- 
ty-socond division upon the termlna- 
tloa of Its services with the Fifth army 
corps, Gei/eral Summernll particularly 
coiamonds the Elghty-foarth. Infantry 
brigade and Slxty-soventb Ileld artil- 
lery lu'lgade units of the division. 

The Eighty-fourth brigade Is under 
the conunand of Hrlg. Gen. Douglas 
JIcArthur, who on numerous occasions 
lias been cited for bravery nnd dash 
on tlie western front.* General McAr- 
thur has been presented with the 
Froncli Croix do Guerre, and on his 
American service cross wears two palm 
leaves. 

"This brlgndo," rends the generiU 
order, "has manifested tbo hlgliost sril- 
dlerly qualities nnd has rendered serv- 
ice of the grentest value during the 
present operations. With a dnsb, 
courage nnd lighting worthy of the 
best traditions of the Amerlcnn army, 
the brigade cnrrled I)y assault the 
strongly fortlded Illil 288 on tho 
ICrehnhlld Stellung- line nnd un- 
censlngly pressed Its ndvantage until 
It bad captured the Tulleric farm and 
the Hols do Cntlllon, thus placing It- 
self at lenst n kilometer beyond the 
enemy's strong line of resistance. 

"During this ndvanco the enemy 
fought with unusi|al detormlnntlon, 
wltii n flrst-class division, and In 
many cases resorted to hand-to-hand 
lighting when our troops approached 
bis roar.

MANY MILLIONS DIE IN WAR 

Loss of Men Rises to Over 10,330,000 

—United States Total Is 

236,11?;. 

London, Doc. 2.— Austrla-ITungary 
lost •1,(X)0.000 killed and wounded dur- 
lag the war, according to an Exci^ange 
Telegraph dlspatcli from Copenhagen. 
Eight hundred tliousand men were 
killed. Including 17,000 ofllcers. The 
German losses were plnced nt O.JiaO,- 
000 by the socialist VorwaerLs of Ber- 
lin, on November 20. 

Washington, Dec. 2. — American 
casualties liavo been .announced ofll- 
clnlly ns totnllng 230.117. Of this 
number 30,ir>4 were killed and died 
from wounds. Slightly more than 17,- 
000 deaths were from disease or 
causes not cinssined. 



FOUR YANKS QUELL MOB 

American Troops Cross Frontier Into 

Prussia Behind German Rear 

Guards Sunday Morning. 

With tbo Amerlcnn Army of Occu- 
pation, Dec. 2, — American troops 
crossed llio frontier' Into Prussia at 
daylight Sundny, behind the German 
rear guards. Troves Is the most ini- 
pnrtnnt city thus far occupied. 

Four American soldiers dispersed n 
mob of thousands at Esch after It had 
wrecked 28 shops In revenge for tlie 
overcharging of Americans. Most of 
these establishments 'were conducted 
by Gormnns. The loss Is estimated 
-between -1,000,000 and 7,000.000 francs. 



War Department Commission Wants 

Soldiers' Kin to Help Maintain 

Morale of Army. 

/Now York, Dec. 3.— The week of 
December 15 has been designated by 
the war department commission on 
training camp activities as a time for 
special letters to be written' by motii- 
orH, fntbors, sisters, wives and sweet* 
hearts of the men now overseas. The 
week has been called "Letters-From- 
Home" week, and tho purpose is to 
apply the "liome touch" to n broad- 
gauged military program for maintain- 
ing the morale of the men who And 
themselves Idle after weeks of strenu- 
ous flghting. The war department 
hopes, through these letters, to keep 
the men contented, "straight," and 
ambitious to live up to tlio high ideals 
of American manhood. 

A model letter such ns the govern- 
ment wants the .mothers and fath- 
ers especially to write has been prc" 
pared by the war department. This. 
wltli letters from Secretary of War 
Daker and Raymond B. Fosdlck, chair- 
man of the commission, Indorsing tlie 
plaTi, has been mailed to newspapers 
tliroughout the country. The letter 
particularly asks that the men over- 
seas direct their attention to whole- 
some recreation and activities, Instead 
of to the uawliolosome inMuencoH that 
might result from tlio enforced period 
of Idleness wherever large bodies of 
troops are awaiting orders to return 
home. 



Enemy WIN Have to Settle to Limit of 
Her Campaclty for Devasta- 
tion of War. 

London. Dec. 2.— Germany must 
pay n war Indemnity np to her capac- 
ity. Premier Lloyd George nnnounced 
In nn address at Nowcastle-on-Tyne. 
At tlie name time Jlr. Lloyd George de- 
clared there would be a "sternly Just 
pence." 

As to Indemnities, tbo prime mlals- 
tcr said: "The principle always has 
boon that the loser must pay. That Is 
tho principle we should now proceed 
upon regarding Germany. She must 
paV tho cost up to. her capacity." 

The premier indicated that he favors 
punishment for-' the kaiser when be 
said : 

"We should so act now that men In 
the future, when they are tempted to 
follow the example (tf the German ral- 
ers, would know what Is awaiting theni 
In the end." 

When the premier referred to the 
"responsibility for the war," bo was 
Interrupted by cries of. "The kaiser, 
the kalsor," and when he referred to 
the violations of International law 
there were shouts of. "Hang the kai- 
ser! Shoot Iilni!" foUnwed^hy cheers. 
Mr. Lloyd George continued: "Is no- 
body to bo punished for the crimes of 
the wnr? I mean to see that the men 
who mistreated our prisoners shall he 
made resijonslble. But I do aot want 
.wlien the war Is over to pursue any 
policy of vengeance.*' 

The premier declared that the Ger- 
man snbmnrihe pirates must receive 
punishment for their crimes, nddlng: 
"As to tho culpability of the authors 
of the war, we mean to make an In- 
vestigation, nnd It will he conducted 
In a manner perfecfly fair, but stern. 
It win go to the flnal reckonlag, too. 

"Whoever devastated the lands of 
another ought to be responsible. If 
none Is made responsible for the war 
which has token the lives of millions, 
tliere Is' one justice for the poor and 
wretched criminal and nnotbor for 
kings nnd emperors." 

"In- every court of Justice' In the 
world." Mr, Lloyd George -went on, 
"the pnrty that has lost bears the cost 
of the litigation. This Is equally trae 
between nations. Even Germany, 
when she dofeatc"U France, established 
that principle. There Is no doubt that 
the principle Is n right one. Proceed- 
ing .upon tills principle Germany must 
pay,the cost of tho war to'the limit of 
her capacity, nnd, I must now utter 
warning that we have to consider tho 
question of her cnpaclty."

Now the nation Is In a iwsltlon so 
that If we choose we may return to 
our normal home use of sugar, hntl 
Europe, with the release of ships to go 
far nfleld, can maintain its recent re- 
stricted rations; If, however, those 
nations are to Increase their use of 
sugar very considerably It must be by 
our continued sharing with them 
through limiting our own consump- 
tion.
